TONIGHT; HISTORY OF THE OFFICE 


Connellsville's 22 Postmasters Have Distributed Mall fti 


Many .Locations Since Benjamin Wells was First 


Appointed in 1798; 3S"o\v a Second Class Office. 


After occupying" rented property f.ir 


a period of 1.15 years, ever since the 
ofnY-t: was established at this place, the 
Connellsvllle postottlce -will tonight be 
moved into its new home at the cor- 
ner of -Apple and Arch streets, the new 
Federal building1. 
This structure has 


Ijeen erected by the Government at 
an approximate cost of $115,000. 


When the various windows at the 


present office in the Masonic Temple 
on South PfUsburgr street go down 
wfl.h a bang at S o'clock this evening. 
Postmaster A. E. Kurtz and his force 
will immediately begin the worlc of 
moving- mall and equipment into the 
new quarters. 


U promises to be a hard task, but 


matters have been simplified since the 
lust move was made in 1007. At that 
time n, Sunday delivery of mail was 
made. 
On this occasion the Sunday- 


work will little interfere with the rir- 
mnirements because only the 
news- 


papers and the, hotels are permitted 
to receive mail on that 
day. 
The 


force will have virtually :ill of- to- 
morrow In which lo fret ready for the 
opening of the now office to the public 
Monday morning. 


T-ilttlo oE the equipment needs to be 


moved because the new building- has 
Iteon furnished by the Government. 
The lock boxes and much o£ the work- 
room material in the present office are 
owned by the Connellsvlllc Masonic 
Association, which rented the room to 
tho Government. 


There is much that must, be trans- 


ferred, however. The accumulation of 
mail presents a task which in itself is 
no small matter. 
It must be placed 


In sacks, locked, and then redistrib- 
uted when the new office* is reached. 
The registry and money order depart- 
ments nave records and papers which, 
must be transferred'and this process 
will be done under the careful surveil- 
lance to prevent valuable documents 
from being- lost or 'misplaced!

Groping blindly through the 


blnctncsB. upon wbtetl our lights socta- 
ed scarcely to make nu Impression, wa 
readied tho other slu« of th« entry, u 
distance of nbotit ttt'ufitf feet. Then 
through the sweat streaked glims In my 
helmet 1 saw a dull reel glow. Urst al- 
most imperceptible nnd then brighter

irtth smoke, but It was nut ns d^nso 
is It had bet'ti In the other sbaft. nnd 
with new nod mjre brilliant portab'o 
jlectrlc lljtbts wfitqb wo hnd secured 
we w»te able tn work undor far more 
favorable conditions. The first crew 
;h»t descended v.'ent only to the bot- 
tom and WHS Imoitdlately bolHted oit 
tenln: the second crew continued tlio 
lH'lorntloo from the bottom (if tho 


slmft. and the third crew, of whlcb T 
was n member, explored B entry to- 
ward the foot of the air shaft as far 
as wo were able to penetrate. 


At about two-thirds of the distance 


between tho hoisting shaft aad the air 
shaft tho steam which bafl been pump- 
ed Into the mine bud loosened tbe roof, 
mid a {treat "fall" of whltn stone seem- 
ed cffeclJvely to block the tunnel. On 
our no!" trip, however, we discovered 
that hlph up on tho right sldo was a 
small openlnn through which we conld 
crawl, and. hampered by our hclmctn 
and fearing to prcsi oven llchtly 
against the (treat blocks of stone which 
arched abnvo us. lest a touch should 
bring down tons of rock from tho looso 
roof, we crawled over tbe "fall" nnd 
down Into tho entry on the other side. 


Here the smoke was us thick as It 


had been when wo first penetrated Into 
that portion of the entry from the nlr 
shaft, but the heat was gone, which 
seemed to Indicate tbnt tbe sulpbur 
nnd steam hnd done their work. 
Tramping through the water whli'h 
flooded the floor of the entry and 
wblch wo!> now coated like boiled milk 
wltb a white skin oC sulphur, we reach- 
ed the bottom of the nlr shaft.

Then carnu the 
lti<<t nnd hardest stopping of all. for 
one h;i(l to by built across tbe entry 
just Ueyond tbe aJr shaft. Cor wblch It 
wus necessary to curry nil the nmturliil 
—lumber, saws, liuuiuiera, metal lath, 
and wicks v* plaster—up the entry to 
the fall nnd then over tile tuixarcUnii 
P»MS nud down Into the smoke and wa- 
ter on the other side.

His hotly lay on the far sido 
of a brattice, and hla weight and tbo 
helmets which his companions wore 
so hampered them that death camu be- 
fore ho was finally brought to tho sur- 
face. 


With the complcaon of this laststop- 


j ping tho end of our terrible' work 
seemed near, and it was with tbe spirit 
of n holiday that the men toro off tho 
seal from the nlr shaft and opened tho 
doors of the house at tbe top of the 
man hoist. Slowly tho irrent fan once 
more turned, and after two hours, 
wbt*n the safety tamps no longer de- 
tected tho presence of gas la tho «lr 
whlcb came out of tbu air shaft, we 
cautiously descended. With our hoi- 
tuets laid aside, and with tho compar- 
atively bright light of our snfoty lumps, 
tha mine took on n more familiar and 
homelike aspect, tu a few hours, no 
longer hampered by helmets or condi- 
tions of smoke and gns. we toro down 
a wide passage through the fall, an 
operation that would hare taken days 
to accomplish under tbo former condi- 
tions with the helmets. That evening 


in tbe superintendent's room In the ' 
ofllco building those who were In 
charge, with the maps of the mine 
spread before them, planned the next 
move In the light and determined 
whlcb entries should next be opened 
and how tho air currents should be led 
Into them In order that tho mine, tun- 
nel by tunnel anil section by section, 
might bo cleared of tho smoke nnd gas. 


Meanwhile n dozen men under the 


leadership of Boar hud remained In 
the mine and were tightening the stop- 
pings and preparing for the work of 
tho coming day. It was about 11 
o'clock tbi\t night •when Boar hpnrd n 
slight explosion beyond tho stopping 
hy the air shaft. 
Without alarming 


his mon ho began an investigation,. 
when two more violent explosions 
threatened to blow down tbo stopping.' 
Tho unexpected Imd again happened. 
Stoppings once more hnd leaked, nlr 
had passed Into the gas tilled tunnels, 
nnd lire htlll existed. 


Without a second's delay tho men 


were hoisted from tho mine, and flf- 
tecn mlnutex after the last man step- 
ped from the cage tupro came a sud- 
den explosion in tile mine. From the 
hoisting shafts a huge white, cloud of 
vapor shot up luto tho night. But at 
tho ulr shaft tho force of the explosion 
was more violent, and the great dome 
of re-enforced concioto ibove It fell Jn 
ft mass of crumbled wreckage, swept 
back clean from the edge of the shaft. 


It was 1 o'clock when 1 reached the 


fun houne, and n great full moon wag 
Standing high In the cold winter sky. 
Up from the bqunre, blncic mouth of 
tho nlr shaft n tall, white column of 
vapor rose Into the night and then, 
when tho mine hognu to breathe, dis- 
appeared, nml, with onr hnnds hold 
above the black hole, we could feel tbe 
rush of nlr sucked buck Into the abyss. 


At iin Interval of about nn hour fol- 


lowing tho llrst explosion there had 
come u, second but less violent one, and 
again two hours Ititur, when the ir,ln« 
had sucked back nutUclcnt ulr to form 
another explosive mixture, a sudden 
hissing puff again shot out from the 
shaft, breaking into throe pieces two 
J-' by 14 greon oak beams that we had 
Itiltl across its mouth us the foundation 
for a seal. So sudden was tho explo- 
sion, that Fetor Dawson, a powerful 
uegro, who was crawling out over on£ 
of the beams \\hen it occurred, wns 
blown a distance of over Ufty feet. 
U'e found him lying beside the track 
beyond n string of box curs with tho 
blood running from u bad scalp wound. 
nin tlrst \\ords were that he hail been 
l:ossed completely over the cars. "1 
seen tho roofs, all white with frost nn' 
moonlight," ho muttered, and tho doc- 
tor lat'T alllrmod that Pete would bave 
ijeen killed whcu ht> lauded on the rail

Tea days Inter Hie helmet men were 


again lowered into fhe inlue and. aft- 
er remaining underground tor »n hour 
nnd a bnlf, came out imd reported that 
tbo force ot the explosion hail expended 
Itself principally up the air shaft and 
that, although tho numerous stopping*! 
that -we hart erected had been for thi! 
most part destroyed, there were no se- 
rious "falls" tlint they could discover 
or any special damage to the entries! 
which they hud explored. Immediate- 
ly the work o£ restoration began afresh, 
und all Utty ana Eight the helmet men 
in regular shifts entered tho gas filled 
mine and put back In place the stop- 
pings around the mine bottom in or- 
der to create once more an iilr zone for 
the workers. Tho work wns dnnger- 
oua. Again we lost a man, an enor- 
mous negro, who had In soian way 
loosened his helmet and fallen uncon- 
scious too fur fuoni the foot ot tho 
hoibtiug shaft for his comrades to drag 
lilm to thB hoist. 
Before tho rescue 


party, consisting of three more helmet 
meu, hnd reached him he was dead. 
And during these more recent days an- 
other miner had met his death in the 
blackness of the entry. The pressure- 
of tho pneumatic wusher beneath the 


helmet had stopped the circulation 
around the top of his head, and In en- 
dciivoring to loosen his helmet nnd re- 
lieve tu« pain he bud let in a breath 
or *he gao. We got him to the surface 
with his heart still faintly beating, but 
death soon followed. 


Four always went down on a shift, 


»na twice I remember when the door 
of tho gas lock above the hoisting 
shaft burat open, and but three hel- 
meted men staggered out into the sun- 
light 
As the first man's helmet was 


loosened « dozon questions were fired 
at him. Whom had they left? 
Where 


was ho? And while tuey were talking 
the second shift wns already on the 
hoist to the rescue. 
' 


• After three weeks It seemed that s«c- 
ICHS would reward us. An air zone 
was eruatetl between the two shafts, 
nnd helmeto were pr.icticaljy discarded 
except for exploration Into the more 
distant workings of the mine. From 
the north end of B entry the air cur- 
rent n«d beep directed into the west 
north portion of the mine, and that en- 
tire section had been cleared of the 
gas. There hnd been no Bre here, nor 
hnd tho effects of the explosion been 
felt, and It wns like walking the streets 
of n silent and long deserted city to 
explore these entries, so hastily aban- 
doned on the night of the Bre four 
months before. 
Day and nlgut, llko 


the skirmish line of an army, the men 
ia clmrgG moved slowly from place to 
place at tUe edffo of the air zone, each 
day penetrating farther and fnrtha* 
from tue foot of tbe man hoist ttu tho 
air currents drove back the gas and 
forced It up and out through the shaft, 
and with these men over on ceaseleis 
guard gangs of miners attacked tho 
great falls iu B entry and carried on 
the slow work ot lemoving the pllenof

and 


strengthening the weakened roof. 


J went on at 3 o'clock on a shift that 


lasted until 11 in tho evening, and for 
tlroHe eight hours my chief work con- 
sisted in testing aud marking the line- 
where tho lite supporting air ceased 
aud tho invisible, tasteless, odorless 
pis began. Holding our safety lamps 
in the right hand. leve| with the eyes 
when we suspected (lie presence of 
Cas, we would watch the flame. The 
biifety lamp, a hpaiy metal, lantern 
shaped object with a circular globo oC 
henry plato glass, Is the only llgh* oth- 
er than plecLrlciLy tlmt can br> safely 
can-lot! into a gaseous mine. TUe 
lamps were 
lit before they 
were 


brought into the mine anil tn addition 
were securely locked, that no accident 
or ignorant Intention might e^xnio the 
open flame to tuo sates of tlio mine. 
Ovor the sinnl), sooty, yellow tlarne, 
which gives a light less bright than 
that of an ordinary candle, are two 
wire gauxe cones, filling snugly Insldo 
tbe heavy Klobe, and it is through 
these coneg that tlie flnme draws the 
alT which supports It 
The presence 


of black dump, or c.irbon dioxide, can 
easily be detected, if not by Its odor, 
by tbo actiou of the flame, which 
grows dim and, If the black damp ex- 
ists In any quuutity, is filially extin- 
guished. 


White Gamp, tho highly explosive 


gas which is most feared, has, on tho 
other bund, a totally different effect. 
In the presence of tills K/IS the alamo 
of the safety lump becomes pointed, 
ami as tlio gas grows stronger the 
flume seems to separate from the wick, 
and mi almost Invisible blue cone form^ 
beneath It 
If tho miner continues to 


advance Into the white damp he will 
pats through a line where there are 
nine parte of air to one part gas (the 
explosive mixture!, and the lamp will 
ifiKtantly register this explosive condi- 
tion by n swlilon crackling Inside ot 
the gauze ami the extinguishing ot tho 
llauie. Were It uu opon lamp tho OK- 
pioslon ignited by the Uatnc would 
sweep throughout thi entire workings, 
carrying dentil and destruction before 
it, but by fhe construction of the siile- 
ty lamp flic explosion confines Itself to 
tlte limited ,-irea within rno gauxe 
conos, nnd unless the lamp is moved 
smlLlenly and tho flame m drugged 
through the gau'/.e at the Instant that 
tho explosion occurs within the globo 
it will not extend beyond the guuze. 
So dim wus the light given from these 
lamps that we usually carded a porta- 
ble electric' lamp for light, using our 
safety lamps principally for detecting 
the presence of gas.

He had been brought up from early 
boyhood in the conl mines and had 
won the confidence of all wbo knew 
him on account- of hla knowledge of 
tbe difficulties which beset tbe minor 
and Ills ability In overcoming them. 
He was 'a tall man, about six foet two 
in height, with slightly stooping shoul- 
ders, caused perhaps by the attitude 
which days aud nights of work under 
the low roofs of the mine tunnels made 
nccesbaiy, I never heard him swear, 
and the men wbo knew him maintain- 
ed that he never drank or smoked, nnfl

virtues were often more criticised than 
faults, there was no man more respect- 
ed and perhaps loved than he. 


He joined me' every afternoon in the

Bach 
flay bo joined me, and for the last 
hours of my shift we remained togeth- 
er, examining and marking everywhere 
the progress of the air and the ever 
widening boundaries of the ait- zone. 
At 11 our shift left the mine, and tile 
night shift, under Carr, went down, 
and it was in order that he might be 
fully informed as to the conditions nn-

By die time 
Abel was born, doubtless our Brit par- 
ents had become reconciled to Ibelr fate. 


We are in this not justifying murder, 


but taking a sympathetic view of the 
murderer's case, as God did. He con- 
demned the sinner, aud arranged, for 
hH punishment; but none of His- mes- 
sages to the murderer Indicated hatred. 


So parents, correcting their children, 


should allow no sentiment to control 
their hearts contrary to the best inter- 
ests, of their chlldten. So tbe laws of 
men in dealing with crime should be 
as severe as seems necessary in the in- 
terests of society, but should never be 
vengeful. They should recognize that 
mankind were born In sin. The vongc 


icallj- enforced, to warn others against 
evil-doing. 


With great satisfaction w.e note that 


our prisons are being turned into re- 
formatories. 
.Judges in pronouncing 


sentence, especially against murderers, 
are often fatherly and tender. 
The 


feeling that terrible responsibility is 
associated ivith the taking of human 
life, even Judicially, is right. A cer- 
tain "weakness, however, manifests It- 
self in opposition to capital punish- 
ment. This, we believe, results from 
misunderstanding the Divine Word. 


In tbe case of Calu, God especially 


prohibited the execution of tbe crimi- 
nal. 
Nevertheless, the Divine Law 


stands: "Whoso sheddetb. man's blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed." The 
careful observance of this Law, with 
a spirit of kindness an<? sympathy, but 
with proper ignominy, seems necessary 
to the preservation of order. 
"Weak- 


ness in this respect encourages crimi- 
nality, and furnishes an excuse for 
mob law and violence. 


General misapprehension of tbe Di- 


vine Flan has led up to the weakness 
which opposes 
capital 
punishment. 


This wrong view led us to believe that 
the murderer passed at death into end- 
less torture, and we hesitated to plunge 
a fellow-creature into such misery. 
Bible students are now learning that 
this delusion came from the Dark Ages. 
Our forefathers, imagining God to be 
worse than themselves, twisted Scrip- 
ture to support their errors. 


The Bible teaches that mankind fall 


asleep at death, to awake after Mes- 
siah establishes Ills Kingdom. The Bi- 
ble statement ib tbnt all. good and 
bad, go to one great slumber-house, the 
tomb—Sheol, Hades. Messiah so loved 
the world that He gave His life for the 
redemption of mankind. As soon as 
He shall have selected His Church, He 
will establish His glorious Kingdom, 
open tbe prison doors, set at liberty the 
captives of death, and bring all to an 
accurate knowledge of the Truth.
